Orpet, a junior at the University of 
Wisconsin, eany today confessed to 
detectives at Madison, Wis., knowl- 
edge of the death by poison of Mar- 
ion Frances 
Lambert, 
18-year-old 


Lake Forest (111.) high school 
girl, 


whose body was found in a wooded 
section of 
Lake 
Forest, 
111., on 


Thursday. Orp'et, in custody of de- 
tectives, is en route to Lake Forest, 
where he will testify at the coroner's 
inquest into the death of the girl. 


Solemn denial was made today by 


Will H. Orpet, student at the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, that he saw 
Marion Lambert take the 
poison 


which ended her life in the woods 
near her home in Lake Forest where 
her half-frozen 
body 
was 
found 


Thursday morning. 


"If I had only looked back, do 


you think I would have let her lie 
there?" he said, pointing to the dark 
woods where the body was found. 
He reached Lake Forest today in 
custody of detectives and States At- 
torney R. J. Dady of Lake county. 


Part of the mystery which sur- 


rounded the death of Miss Lambert, 
and 18-year-old pupil of the Deer- 
field township high school was solv- 
ed when it was discovered that she 
died of poison and that she was a 
pure girl. Orpet after long question- 
ing admitted he had met the girl in 
the lonely woods on a secret tryst, 
and that he had told her that he in- 
tended to marry another. 


He Js to be subjected to further 


questioning and will be taken to the 
woods where the body was found and 
will be questioned again as to what 
was said and done there. 


Orpet is reported to have given the 


following account of his tryst with 
the girl: 


"I got to Lake Forest Tuesday 


night and failed to maice an appoint- 
ment with Marion for that evening, 
so I made one for the next morning. 
We had our talk in the woods and I 
then told her I was figuring on mar- 
rying another girl. I told her plain- 
ly it was all off between us. 
Then 


we arranged that I should leave the 
woods first and take a car to Chi- 
cago, where I could get a train for 
Madison. 
I did that. She said she 


would follow me in a few minutes 
after I had time to catch my car and 
get out of her way." 


Orpet and Miss Lambert were said 


by friends of the young woman to 
have been frequently in each other's 
company for several years. 


According to the statement of of- 


ficers, Orpet said he met Miss Lam- 
bert in the woods near 
her home 


Wednesday morning by appointment. 
He said she pleaded 
with him 


for two hours to renew his friend- 
ship with her. 
He said he declined. 


Then, according to the officers, Or- 
pet said he left her, and as he did so,

the attorney general's office. Every 
statement was taken down and trans- 
scribed by an official 
stenographer 


and copies were furnished 
to 
the 


Geiger-Jones company's attorneys by 
the official stenographer at the same 
time that the attorney general re- 
ceived his copies. 


"The Geiger-Jones company was 


furnished detailed final reports of 
the auditors at the same time the su- 
perintendent of banks and attorney 
general received their copies. 


"The superintendent of banks and 


the attorney general each had a spe- 
cial representative on the ground 
during the investigation and the at- 
torney general's representative made 
detailed report of the investigation 
for the convenience of the attorney 
general.

been dealing with the early life of a

,hat statistics show that many thou- 
sands of babies die every year in the 
early days of life either because they 
were born prematurely, or because 
they were born too weak to survive. 
A very large number of them lose 
their lives because the mothers did

of good food, and be spared undue 
work and worry through this cru- 
ial period. To help the mother, to 
ifford her opportunity for rest and 
o relieve her mind of any burden, 
nay entail both expense and trou- 
ble upon the family, but it will be 
repaid a thousandfold in the health 
of the mother and baby which will 
result from the effort, not only for 
he time being, but forever after- 
ward. 


The mother of the expected baby 


ihould be under the care of a good 
loctor as long before the birth as 
possible, in order that he may watch 
or and correct any untoward symp- 
oms that may arise. 


In a city where the mother has 


not only plenty of private physicians, 


but 
hospitals, 
dispensaries 
and 


clinics at her service, it should be 
possible for her to have the neces- 
sary medical attention to keep her 
well. 


In rural districts where medical 


attention is more difficult to secure, 
owing to the long distance the doc- 
tor often has to travel, the mother 
should endeavor to see him now and 
then, and should send a sample of 
! the urine to be examined, as often 
as may be practicable, particularly 
during the last three months. 


The pamphlet on Parental Care, 


already mentioned, gives advice re- 
garding the hygiene of pregnancy, 
which mothers will find useful. 


It is exceedingly important that 


the ailments of pregnancy be dealt 
with m the beginning before they 
develop into more serious matters. 
At the first appearance of swollen 
hands and feet, of persistent head- 
ache, of pain in any part, of hemor- 
rhage, or of spots before the eyes, 
a good doctor should be called.
